The (Var was diix.ii up tbe hill, pcaa-

ing the Mud City into the White City.
through the RedGate nnd thence alooi
tba Miasmitskaia, the biffa turreted wall
of which cncloses the Tartar City. In-
stead'ol entering the lattOI thtough the
Vladmir pOrtal, however, the OOrtege
swuiig around to the rght ofthe Ycllow
Ibcrian gate, wbora ataoda the little
